Russians are Flocking to the 
Once Hoiy City. 

According to a lady who has lived 
in Jerusalem for forty years, the Jew- 
i h population of that city is increase- 
ing. "Twenty-two years ago." she 
1 .ys, "there were between 15,000 and 
20,000 Jews in Jerusalem . In those 
days no houses were to be tound 
side the inaguiflcent walls the gates 
of which were closed at nigh*. Since 
then many changes have taken place, 
and the Hebrew population— mainly 
on account of the increase of the Jew- 
ish immigration from Kussia — now 
stands at between 60,000 and 70,000. 
Whole streets of houses have been 
built outside the walls, on the 
the ancient suburban districts, which 
for hundreds of yearo have remained 
deserted. It is not, however, in Je- 
rusalem itself that the Jews abound 
but throughout Palestine they are 
buying farmes and establishing them- 
selves in a surprisingly rapid manner. 
In Jerusalem they form at present a 
larger community than either the 
Christian or the Mahometan."

Snmmer Care of Cows- 

Tho cows are now at pasture and 
ill need less care there than they do 

any other season. While summer 
grass is at its best the cows will prob- 
ably need no other feed, but care 
should be taken that they have pure 
water and somo place where they can 
lie in the shade during the heat of the 
day. 

It is really a good plan to run them 
into a darkened stable during hot 
weather through the middle of the 
da/. In this way the cow will be 
kept more quiet and can digest her 
food better than if out of doors and 
tormented by flies. 

The cows that give most milk will 
noed to be niilked at noon as well an 
at morning and night . The best bred 
modern cows have for generations 
been bred so as to increase milk pro- 
duction, and it has been made greater 
by frequent and thorough milking. It 
there is at noon a painful pressure ou 
the udder it should bo relieved. The 
cow will give more and richer milk at 
three milkings than she will at two. 
But of course this can not be long con- 
tinued without extra feed for the cow. 
as this increased milk product is large- 
ly made at her expense.

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The Wheat market has shown a lit- 
tle more steadiness with occasional 
periods of positive th inness. Crop re- 
ports from the west have uot been so 
uniformly favorable, an this has had 
a slightly steadying effect. The time 
U now at hand for a building up of 
public stocks yet exports of wheat and 
flour are fairly good. The Chicago 
Trade Bulletin estimates aggregate 
supplies of breads tuffs in Europe, 
afloat, and in store in U. S. and Cana- 
da July 1 equal to 137,455,000 bushels, 
or 22,876,000 less than reported at this 
time last year. Trade conditions 
throughout the country are exerting 
an influence on wheat as well as other 
commodities, including the product of 
manufacturers. So far as actual 
movement of wheat is concerned, it is 
moderate, but not large. The new 
crop is moving slowly, little of it ap- 
pearing in the big distributing citie°, 
and old spring wheat in the northwest 
has shown a decreased movement. 
Corn remains easy under prospect of 
another immeuse crop, while eats are 
firmer, owing to reports of unsatisfac- 
tory yield iu some of the most impor- 
tant states.— American Agriculturalist

Arrangements Progressing Under 
the Management of Ex Sec 
retary John W. Foster- 

Washington, Aug. 19. — Arrange- 
ments are progressing for the re- 
ception of Li Hnng Chang when he 
arrives in this conntry on the 28th 
inst. The Chinese Minister and 
his suite will go to New York to 
receive the Earl, by which title Li 
is known among the countrymen of 
rank. Ex-Secretary John W. Fos- 
ter, who if now in the Adirondacks, 
will be in New York on the 20th to 
make preliminary arrangements 
and will return there on the 27th 
to take part in the reception. Be- 
sides the visits to Washington and 
Philadelphia which Li will make 
strong efforts are being mude to 
have his trip extended to Boston, 
where a reception will be given 
him. The first arrangements were 
such as to make the Boston visit 
impossible, but it is felt among the 
officials here that after his arrival 
some changes will be made so as to 
permit the Boston visit. 

Gen. Miles and others, represent- 
ing various branches of the Gov- 
ernment, will confer with the 
Chinese Minister bttl as to the ar- 
rangements for the reception. 

It is probable an officer of th<3 
army and one from the navy will be 
assigned to meet the Chinese 
statesman and accompany him on 
his trip. It is probable, also, that 
a detail of troops from Governor's 
Island will take part in the re< 
tion at New York and that a ti 
of cavalry from Fort Myer will 
eistin the exercises here.

Thoso com- 
bined elements constitute the over- 
whelming majority of voters. Their 
intelligent conclusion will be felt 
when expressed at the polls. The 
banker also is without prosperity un- 
less prosperity is general throughout 
the United States.

The gold in tho banks con- 
stitutes the quiet and undisturbed 
portion of their reserves against their 
liabilities. It will continue to do 
money duty as such reserve after free 
coinage of silver is enacted.

Fill each cau about one- 
third full with the raw corn, and with 
a stick pack it well down. Put iu 
more coi n and pack again, continu- 
ing until the jar is full up to the top. 
Lay on tho rubber ring and screw on 
the cover very tight. In the bottom 
of a washboiler place athick cloth, and 
on this set the filled cans. Fill the 
boiler with cold water far above the 
jirs. Set over the fire and boil eight 
hours. When taken out dry each top 
to see that it is secure. When cool 
wrap the cans iu paper and bo sure to 
put them away in the dark.

Test ot the Bicycle Being Made 
On Mountain Paths. 

Helena, Mont., Aug. 19.— Lieut, 
Moss, of the Twenty-fifth United 
States Infantry, and eight soldiers, 
heavily accoutred and carrying four 
day's rations, covered the distance be- 
tween Fort Missoula and Harrison, 
132 miles, including the passage of 
Rocky Range, in twenty-two houi 
bicylep. The heaviest wheel 1 
pack and rider weighed 272 pounds, 
the lightest 202 pounds, average 
weight 240. 

This is the first detachment put 
tho road by the United States Army 
to test Qm practicability of tho bicycle 
as a machine for military purposes in 
i mountain country. The tour enter- 
d upon covers 1,000 miles, including 
a round of the National Park and re- 
n to this point, a run to Fort As- 
sinnaboine, Northern Montana and 
back by way of Fort Harrison to Fort 
Missoula.
